the bank by post. - 
• The robbery apparently was a most 
daring crime. The thief is supposed to 
have walked boldly behind the counter 
where there were over 100 clerks at 
•work, opened a drawer from which he' 
took a parcel ot notes, and -walked out 
of the bank undetected. American 
thieves are suspected of having bi:en 
concerned in the theft as it is said sev- 
aral Americans were recently noticed 
loitering about the premises. The po- 
lice are again utterly helpless. Thirty- 
six £1,000 notes and 22 '*500 notes fig- 
ured in the robbery. Most of these 
have BOW been returned, and the re- 
mainder of the notes are practically 
unnegotiable. 


The chairman of the bank also an- 


nounced that the Bank of England had 
promised to pay this amount, the £47.- 
000, 
of which £40,000 had been re- 


turned. The remainder of the money 
was in notes of smaller amounts, which 
could be easilypassed and might there-"

He does not quarrel easily 


about money matters. Practical jok- 
ing is utterly repugnant to his nature. 
The Malays of the higher class are ex- 
ceedingly polite. Thej are proud, and 
if Ill-treated revengeful.but under gen- 
erous treatment are gentle, kind, hu- 
mano, graceful, docile and 
faithful. 


They are dutiful children and kind 
parents. 
They treat their aged kins- 


men with the greatest kindness and 
feel it a duty to relieve the wants of 
an indigent relation. 
Old men and 


women are always regarded with re- 
spect. 


Dr. Oxley described the character of 


the unsophisticated Malay as remark- 
able for its simplicity and honesty. 
They have a regard for trulh, and may 
generally be depended upon in their 
statements. 
What has so often been 


written of their levengeftil spirit, he 
says, is much exaggerated; polite in 
the extreme, according to their own 
ideas, they never indulge in abuse one 
toward the other.

treat* her begging mail with much 
greater respect than do most persons 
of large wealth, for, unless unusually 
engaged with other matters, she res— 
every letter asking for financial aid 
on the same day it is received, setting 
aside a certain part of each twenty- 
four hours 'or its perusal la company 
with her private secretary. Many of 
these letters, most of them, in fact, 
are so palpably fakes that no serious 
attention is paid to them, yet so sin- 
cerely courteous and considerate of the 
feelings of others is Miss Gould that 
a polite answer is sent by the nest 
post to nearly every letter-writing 
alms asker. Miss Gould's begging mail 
must call for a preposterous aggregate 
of charity nowadays, for it has almost 
doubled within the last six months, 
and the total asked for in gifts by let- 
ter in the year 1897. as footed up by 
her private secretary, was a little more 
than $1,000,000, or about $3,740 a day. 
How much she actually gives out for 
charity not even her private secretary 
known, many benefactions being ex- 
tended by Miss Gould in absolute se- 
crecy. 
Though richer than sha by 


a goodly number of millions, her 
brother George does not receive near- 
ly so many begging letters, nor does 
he open his hand so freely as she; yet 
his begging mail Is something enor- 
mous, and the number of favorable re- 
sponses is greater than is generally 
supposed. How the younger of the

rich 
Rockefeller 


brothers treats his begging mail has 
never leaked out, but John B. Rocke- 
feller and his family are known to give 
it a great deal of their personal at- 
tention. They look after it at break- 
last time, when every member of the 
family present takes his share of the 
letters asking for favors, scans them 
and later reads them aloud to the 
others. A good proportion of all the 
Rockefeller letters sre Inconsequen- 
tial, as a matter of coarse, and these 
receive little discussion. This Is true 
also of the few which add threats to 
their pleadings, for the Rockefellers 
have long ben case-hardened to this 
sort of epistle, like most other modern 
millionaires. letters fuli of uncon- 
scious humor and those in which the 
writers strive to make their point by 
being purposely humorous are more 
common than those of sjiister import. 
Fewest of all, as might be imagines, 
are the letters which seem really 
worthy.

'ATenturine glass was invented by 


the Venetians, its secret being discov- 
ered by the accidental dropping of 
irass or copper filings into a pot of 
melted glass, which resulted in the 
diffusion of gold specks or threads 
throughout the mass. Its name is said 
to signify adventure, or resulting from 


yjce—a word half Italian, but coin- 


ed probably for the occasion, to denote 
the peeuBar variety. -Marbled or vari- 
egated glass was made to resemble 
chalcedony, jasper, lapis lazuli and 
tortoise shelL There was a kind of 
green and purple which became red hy

Inquiry among the disbursing officers 


of the Seventh army corps and the de- 
pot commissary 
and quartermaster 


stationed at Savannah, independent of 
the corps, but through whom large 
quantities of supplies are distributed, 
leads to the conclusion that the cost 
to the government for maintaining 
Gen Lee's corps of nearly 13.000 men 
Is not less than 11,000.000 a month, or 
112,000,000 in the course of a year. To 
reduce thesa figures to a conceivable 
basis, it may be said that it costs to 
run the corps from $30,000 to JSs.OOO

dian affairs made a ruling that the In- 
dians were no longer to be issued beef 
in the carcass, but that it must be 
dressed by competent butchers and is- 
sued on the block. The Indiana ob- 


Wllliam Tecumseh Sherman and the 
Gen. Phil H. Sheridan. Big as they 
were we had somfr trouhle in loading 
all of our monsfer, mammoth, masto- 
donic, miraculous show aboard of 'em, 
hut -we finally did do it, and away we 
started down the Big Muddy.

White Shields of the Cheyeaaea Insti- 
gated a revolt among the Indians .in 
the vicinity of Red Moon's camp, in 
the western part of Indian territory.

beef off the block. Major Woodsoa, 
the agent, then suspended all rations 
and tne Indians still maintain their in- 
dependence, A large part of the IB- 
dians a few weeks ago. at tie instiga- 
tion of White Shields, refused to send 
their children to school. Their rations 
were cut off, but a short time ago they 
yielded. About a third of the Chey- 
ennes and Arapahoe Indians are no 
longer receiving rations OH account of 
their refusal to take their beef off the 
block. White Shields, with two other 
chiefs— Red Leg and White Horse— is 
traveling about over Southern Kansas 
giving dances and in this way are 
maintaining their independence of the 
government. Major Woodson, speak- 
ing of the Indians in an interview, 
says: "There are always some of the 
Indians who have an insatiable desire 
to impress the other Indians with their 
importance. Wnite Shields is one of 
these. 1 see that a band of Cbeyennes 
was here a, short time ago giving 
dances. These Indians are absent from 
the agency without my consent. In- 
dians are very much like children and 
I have to treat them as such. If they 
get too unruly I can have the stray 
band brought back to the agency by 
the soldiers. They are doing this to 
keep from working. They were bprn 


' 
lazy and I have railed ik) 
out of them. Old White Shields has 
been the cause of some of the school 
trouble, too. He got mad about the 
change in the issue of beef and re- 


fortune every twenty-four hours. The 
largest item of cost, perhaps, is the 
pay of the troops, most of which goes 
to them directly in cash. 
It costs 


about $25,000 to pay a regiment, and 
there are twelve of them here, besides 
a couple of independent battalions. 
With, the pay of corps, division, bri- 
gade and other oflicers necessary to 
keep the machinery of such a carps 
in motion, and their mileage. It may 


conservatively stated that the 


monthly pay roll of G«n, I^c's corps 
is not less than imOOO, Next in Im- 
portance, if not equally so. come the 
depot 
commissary's ^disbursement*. 


Maj. George W. Ruthers, depot com- 
missary here, conservatively estimates 
tnat through this department alone !t 
coats the government $10.000 a day to 
feed the Seventh army corpa. 
The 


actual wholesale value of the provi- 
aioas issued as a day's rations to the 
troops is nearly $5,000, It costs $1,000 
a day to supply the corps hospitals, 
and M&j. Ruthers has been paying out 
an average of $500 a day for commuta- 
tion of rations. In the month of Sep- 
tember Maj. Ruthers paid but $14.800 
to the Armour Packing company for 
fresh meat alcne. The items of onions 
and potations for the corps for the' 
same month cost ?10,000, and ice $1,- 
000. 
5Iaj. Rutaers paid the hospitals 


in Jacksonville over $30,000 a month 
in cash. He pays out on the contracts 
he makes for supplies from $100,000 to 
$200,000 a month. In the three months 
of August, September and October h« 
paid oat more than |3S4,000 in cash for 
supplies, commutation of rations and 
for other ntwessary details. 
Tae em- 


ployes in his department alone cost 
the government $3.000 a month. 


The foregoing figures from tlie com- 


missary department do not include the 
cost of transportation, which is always 
paid by the government, and for which 
the troops are never charged. Neither 
do they refer to the large amounts of 
staple supplies, such as flour, meal and 
canned gtwus. Tor which contracts are 
made in Washington, and for which 
the depot commissary draws on tha 
contractor.

Two vessels were sunk oft the Wind- 
ward islands. The Britisi ship Loan- 
da 1447 tons. Captain Dodge, from 
Rio Janeiro; tie American bark Cray 
Lynwood, of 592 tons, Captain Gilley, 
from Mew Tork for Port Spain, boti 
lying at Barbados, besides two barken- 
tinss, were blown out into tie ocean 
and cast ashore and wrecked at St. 
Vincent Britisi West Indies. Exten- 
sive damage was also done to the na- 
tive vessels, many being blown out to 


Spa 
and 
swamped. Following this 


news was received that the Leopard, of 
Labrador, with a crew of eighteen and 
twelve passengers, was lost during a 
severe storm off the northwest coast 
of tiat region on September 27. 


On the 17th the barge Eleetra, with 
l.SOO tons of coal, sprang a leak oS 
Montauk Point, and went to the bot- 
tom like a ball of lead. 


On the 19th a heavy storm was re- 


ported off the New England and Cen- 
tral States coast, and a number ol 
fishing schooners foundered, most of 
the crews escaping in boats. 


In Asiatic waters on the 23d of June 


a Chinese war vessel was wrecked a 
Port Arthur, and 130 of 
her 


drowned, and at the same time the 
Chinese junks and fishing craft suf- 
fered severely, and on the 26th of Oc- 
tober 60 Japanese were drowned as a 
result of a collision between two 
steamers. 


Another storm swept the Atlantic 


coast on the llth of November, and as 
a result the newly raised Maria Tere- 
sa which was proceeding to Newport 
News, had to be abandoned, the crew 
believing her to be in a sinking con- 
dition. The vessel did not sink, how 
ever, but stranded on Cat Island, where 
she 'rapidly went to pieces. During 
this storm the Westmeath was aban- 
doned. 


On the 15th of November the Brit- 


ish steamship Londonian sailed front 
Boston for London with a large gen- 
eral cargo and 650 head of cattle on 
deck. On the 23d. in a violent gale, the 
ship shifted the greater part of her 
cargo and also capsized. For two days 
the men were in danger of drowning, 
and then the Vedamore hove in sight 
and rescued forty-five ot the crew by 
three days of hard work, during waich 
time several wen of the Vedamore 
were nearly drowned from the huge 
waves breaking two of their lifeboats 
while attempting to rescue the im- 
periled sailors. On the th,ird night tie
